Cincinnati to the Sea. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 
KNOXVILLE, March 17.—The city of Cin- 
cinnati haying built the best railroad ever 
introduced to the American people, it is 
proper that she should have, toconnect itto 


the ocean, the best route. That routeis from 
Emory Gap, via Knoxville amd the Blue 
Lidge railroad, to the eity of Augusta, and 
thence to Charleston or Port Royal as may 
be desired. Itis thought by many that 
this is the longest line. I propose to show 
that itis really the shortest in time And 
the cheapest to be built. 

First—I assume that the city of Cincin- 
nati, having built a first-class road, with 
low gradesand easy curves, desires a con- 
nection of similar character. It has been 
proposed to connect the Cincinnati South- 
ern with the Knoxville and Ohio at Carey- 
ville. A careful survey of all such routes 
was made §by Major Ernest Ruhl, of the 
Cincinnati Southern engineer corps, and 
he fixed upon the connection at 
New tiver as the shortest and 
cheapest. This route he estimates to cost 
$904,500, and is twenty-eight miles in 
length, It uses the old grade bed of the 
.. & O, railroad fur eight miles, and then 
turns to the Southern road. It has on its 
line a trestle 1,450 feet long, 500 feet of 
which is 150 feet high, and one tunnel 1,800 
long and another 600 feet long. Suppose 
this line completed from New River to 
Carey ville in first-class style, as the Cincin- 
nati Southern, at that point connection is 
made with aroad which is not first-class, 
has one grade of four miles (4) miles; 
length, ninety (90) feet to the mile, part of 
it on a nine (9) degree reversed curve. So 
bad are the grades on this road that a 
locomotive starting from Coal Creek witb 
sixteen loaded cars has to leave eight of 
them at Heiskell’s, twelve miles from 
Knoxville and then go back to Heiskelil’s 
for the eight cars left on the first trip, thus 
running fifty-four miles to get sixteen 
cars a distance of thirty miles. 

Again, this road bas not been, and is not 
controlled by parties friendly to the Cin- 
cinnati Southern, and to make a connection 
by this route, which will at all times accord 
with the Southern road, it must be owned 
by them or parties in their interest. The 
lowest price for it heretofore has been 
$1,000,000 and $250,000 was asked in 1847. 
Hence to make an available connection by 
this route Cincinnati or her friends must 


, 


spend at least $1,900,500. This connection 


from Emory Gap to Knoxville can be com- 
pleted for $700,000, and not have a grade 
over sixty feet to the mile on the whole 
line. 

As tothe Emory Gap route, nearly the 
whole line is in a valley, there is not a tun- 
nel ora deep cut on it, two bridges of 300 
feet each and one of 800 feet, and a few 
short trestles. The line wouldconnect with 
the famous coal lands at, Winter’s gap, on 
the head waters of Poplat creek, from 
whence tens of thousands of tons of freight 
would come to go over the Southern road. 
The Coal creek mines shipped last year 
112,000 tons of coal, and frum Winter's 
gap can be done fully fifty per cent more 
on account of easy grades and less dis- 
tance. This line avoids the heavy 
grades of the Knoxville and Ohio, because 
it crosses Clinch river where that stream 
breaks through Copper ridge, which ridge is 
the most formidable on the Knoxville and 
Ohio road, It is entirely broken down and 
cut through by the Clinch river where the 
“mory Gup railroad would cross. This road 
also strikes one of the richest grain growing 
and hog producing sections of east Tennes- 
see.

The terminus 
of the Blue Ridge ruad has been made at 
Toccoa, because the. moves on foot will 
cause it to be built to that place, and thence 
to Augusta. The Atjanta and Charlotte Air- 
Line have a road already built nearly half 
the distance to Augusta.

Iron Mines in Alabama. 
New Orleans Democrat. 


Tn a recent issne of the Democrat we al- 
luded to the vast iron resources of Virginia 

and predicted a great future for that old 

commonwealth when her mineral wealth 

should be properly wet cone: An impor- 

tant increase in the production of iron in 

Alabama, by the increased working of the 
mines and the buildirg of new farnaces 
and rolling-mills, is now noticed. It is ex- 
pected that great advantages will acerue to 

the state, and the work is being assisted 

by the railroad lines running through the 

neighborhood where iron ore is found. 
This region isia Jefferson county, which 
lies a little north of the centre of the state, 
being about 100 miles northwest of Mont- 
gomery, between the Coosa and Black War- 
rior rivers. The largest town is Birming- 
bam, with a population of 1,200, where a 
new iron rolling-mill is buaiJding and will 
be ready for business by the first of June, 
Several new furnaces are likewise building 
at the same place, and at other small towns 
near by mines are being worked and fur. 
naces areinuse. At one of theseQxmoor,the 
farnaces are now making @ profitof from 
$2,000 to $2,500 day, turning .out be- 
tween 200 and tons of castiron. A 
great advantage is that the mines and fur- 
naces can be run the whole year withont 
any stoppage, and by this and other facili- 
ties, such as cheap Jabor, the cost of manu- 
facturing iron of the best quality can be 
kept down to $10 per ton, whicn, at the 
prices ruling now, secures an immense 
profit. It is thought that this will be only 
a beginning of the development of the min- 
ing resources of Alabama.

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Tue result of the English elections is 
now so plain that even the London Times 
admits the defegt of the conservatives 
Not that the Times is strongly committed 
in favor of the government, but it is pro- 
verbially cautious, and never makes an 
admission of this nature without being 
sure that it is well-founded. The balance 
of the elections—about one-half of the 
whole—are therefore chiefly interesting 
as showing the extent of the great vic- 
tory of the liberals.

Mr. Tilden and the Democracy. 


No one will accuse Tue Constitution 
of hostility to Mr. Tilden. Indeed, so 
candid and considerate has been our 
treatment of his undoubted claims upon 
the party, that, in some quarters, we have 
been numbered among his supporters; 
and, although we have not lent ourselves 
to any partisan effort in his behalf, we 
have deemed it but just to him to foster 
rather than to antagonize whatever feel- 
ing favorable to him might exist in the 
public mind. But the situation to-day 
is such that those who have maintained 
an impartial attitude towards all the 
democratic aspirants can no longer con- 
ceal from themselves the fact that, since 
the opening of the discussion which al- 
ways precedes a national convention, Mr. 
Tilden has steadily lost ground. In spite 
of the claim which he has upon the con- 
sideration of the democracy—in spite of 
the feeling that only through his renom- 
ination can the stupendous electoral 
frauds of 1876 be made an issue in the 
approaching *campaign—nothing can be 
more apparent than the fact that the-most 
thoughtful element of the democratic 
party no longer regards Mr. Tilden as in 
any respect an available candidate for 
the presidency.

The 
situation is worth studying. 

Itis tobe borne in mind, in the first place, 
that the nomination of Mr. Ti'denin 1875 
was the result of his ability to carry the 
state of New York. He had just madea 
successful assault upon various rings in 
that state, and he was known as a re- 
former; but the potency of the platform 
of retrenchment and reform, upon which 
the campaign was fought and won, was 
largely due to thepopular reaction against 
the startling corruptions of the Grant 
administration. Mr. Tilden’s person- 
ality lent no color to the can- 
yass. There was nothing vivid or at- 
tractive about him; butthere was a confi- 
dent enthusiasm among the démocrats 
based upon an instinctive feeling that the 
party at last had for its candidate a man 
who was a master of that finer art of 
management and manipulation which 
the political immorality of the period has 
made a condition precedent to success. 
Thus the campaign progressed to its cul- 
mination, and Mr. Tilden received a very 
large majority of the popular vote. By 
as desperate a political maneuver-as was 
ever conceived, the republicans succeeded 
in confusing the public mind, and, in the 
midst of this confusion they deliberately 
stole the electoral votes of two states. 
Depending upon the fertility of Mr. Til- 
den’s resources, the democrats remained 
quiescent. The controversy waxed in 
warmth, and there appeared to be dan- 
ger of a collision of some soft, but there 
was no sign from Mr. Tilden. The elec- 
toral commission was proposed, discussed 
and finally organized, but the people 
heard not a word from Grammercy 
Park. Not only was ‘Blackstone 
never saddled, but he was never 
even brought out of his comforta- 
ble stable. The commission accom- 
plished the purpose for which it was in- 
stituted by counting in a candidate who 
had been defeated by the people; but 
Mr. Tilden’s voice was not heard. The 
democrats in congress fillibustered in 
vain; the front door of Grammercy 
Place was closed and locked. Finally, 
the southern democrats, discovering that 
the people of the north were indifferent 
to the consummation of the great fraud, 
and perceiving that the public opinion 
of the dominant section would regard 
obstructive,tactics as treasonable, secured 
the restoration of their own state govern- 
ments and retired from the contest. But 
fron the beginning to the end of the 
controversy, there was no evidence that 
Mr. Tilden appreciated the responsibili- 
ties that had been thrust upon him. He 
made no move and he gave nosign. The 
popular view of his attitude in this mat- 
ter, though weare convinced that it does 
him the grossest injustice, is that Mr. 
Tilden was unpardonably weak where he 
ought to have been strong, and timid 
where he ought to have _ been 
bold ; that having the will 
of a majority of the people at 
his back, he ought to have justified the 
confidence reposed in him by insisting 
upon his rights and by protesting in per- 
son as the representative of the great 
body of American voters, against the 
gigantic frauds that were in process of de- 
velopment. He failed todo this and upon 
this failure is based the indifference to 
his claims which now manifests itself. 
Our own opinion is that Mr. Tilden was 
made the victim of the timidity of such 
men as Mr. Hewitt; but it is obvious 
that the great body of the democratic 
party is too indifferent to Mr. Tilden’s 
aspirations to seriously discuss the mat- 
ter. : 

Ii we fortify this indifference with the 
conviction which pervades the party 
from one end of the country to the other 
that Mr. Tilden will be unable to restore 
harmony in the ranks of the New York 
democracy—which is one of the condi- 
tions precedent to success—-there will be 
no difficulty in understanding how and 
why it is that he is no longer regarded 
as an avaiable candidate. The hostility 
of the Tammany faction is altogether 
personal. Its ultimatum is “anybody 
“but Tilden.” While the following of 
Mr. John Kelly is relatively insignificant, 
so far as the democratic party of the 
country is concerned, it has demonstra- 
ted not only that it holds the balance 
of power in New York state, but that it 
will not scruple to destroy all chances of 
democratic success if its ultimatum be 
disregarded. To be sure the party is 
placed in.a very humiliating position, 
but at the same time the purpose and 
power of John Kelly are facts not to be 
ignored. 

This, in brief, is the situation. There 
is no enthusiasm for Mr. Tilden any- 
where, and the opposition to him has the 
vitality of unappeasable rancor and the 
power of a not inconsiderable organiza- 
tion, and it manifests itself at a point 
where defeat means destruction. We do 
not hesitate to say that if Mr. Tilden is 
nominated he will receive our most cor- 
dial support—and it will be all the more 
cordia] because we believe he is the vic- 
tim of circumstances which he could not 
control—but we need not conceal from 


ourselves the fact that he is no longer re- 
garded as an available candidate by those 
to whose judgment the selection of the 
democratic nominee will be left.

Makes Governor Colquitt Appeal te: 
the Kerosene Lamp. 

Seeing yesterday that the gas at the capi- 
tol had been shut off, and that kerosene 
lamps had been substituted, we inquired 
the cause, and learned from Colonel Avery 


that for the quarter which closed April Lst 
the gas bill for the state-house was upwards 
of five hundred dollars. Colonel Avery 
says that Governor Colquitt appealed to tbe 
gas company for a reduction, saying that it 
was impossible that so much gas could have 
been burned dtring thequarter, The com- 
pany in answer to the appeal answered that 
the gas-meter testified to the amount being 
consumed. The governor then ordered the 
gas to be shut off, and instructed the pur- 
chase of eight lamps for the use of the 
offices of the various departments of the 
government. 

Colonel Avery informs us that by using 
kerosene the expense of lighting the build- 
ing will not exceed $100 per quarter. 
He also states that during the session of 
the legislature, when night se:sions were 
frequently held and gas burned in all of 
the committee rooms and the halls besides, 
the gas bills per quarter were only a few 
dollars more than ‘the bill for the first 
quarter of the present year. _

CONVICT LABOR. 


An Appeal Against Their Use by the 
North Georgia Road, 

Georgia penitentiary companies Nos, 2 
and 3 have filed a petition to the governor 
setting forth the facts contained in the bill 
pending against the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad, in which they had prayed 


for an injunction, which was denied by the 
state court ashort time since, In this pe- 
tition thev state they have amended the 
bill for injunction and have set forth new 
facts; and they state that whatever right 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
obtained for the use of the state convicts 
was for the purpose of aiding the people to 
construct a railroad from Marietta to the 
state line: They allege in this petition 
that the. Marietta and North Georgia rail- 
road now has nearly two hundred 
convicts; that these convicts are not at 
work for the company, nor on its railroad, 
nor have they been since April 1, 1878, but 
that they are being worked by the Cherokee 
mining company in mining, baliding a rail- 
road for it, etc.; and they charge that tbis 
isa perversion and a misappropriation of 
the labor, and instead of giving a railroad 
to the people, the convicts are being used 
to make money. The petitioners ask the 
governor to pass an order requiring said 
convicts to be worked on the Marietta rail- 
road, and to be held, cared for and worked 
in the manner prescribed by law, until the 
final orderand decree in that bill now 
pending is given. Ex-Governor James M. 
Smith and Hopkins & Glenn are the attor- 
neys for petitioners. __ 


A Bad Case of Midwifery. 


Yesterday morning Coroner Drake held a 
post mortem examination of the body of 
the negro woman, Mary Jane Martin, who 
died Wednesday night last about 11 o'clock, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the causes of 
her death. The deceased,it will be remem- 
bered, gave birth to triplets, one of them 
being born on Monday morning and the 
other two Tuesday morning. ‘Thursday 
morning Dan Martin, husband of the de- 
ceased, made an affidavit that his wife’s 
death was caused by the incompetengy of 
Mrs. Hogan, a white woman who acted the 
partof midwife. Upon this affidavit the 
inquest was held. A large numberof wit- 
nesses were examined, many of whom were 
women. The jury, after hearing the evi- 
dence, returned the following verdict: 

We, the jury, summoned in the case of Mary 
Martin, deceased, in the coroner’s inquest,held in 
the city of Atlanta, Fulton county, state of 
Georgia, after hearing all the evidence in the case, 
unanimously agree and decide that she came to 
her death by natural causes, giving birth to two 
more children than is usual. No other causes 
to be attributed.

1. The difficulty of closing Hunter mpeet, one 
of the most important streets in the city, and the 
main avenue to Oakland cemetery the legis- 
lature had relieyed the city of the responsibility of 
this street, and had &gr to take the street as it 
is, it would be different; but this is not done by 
the legislative resolution, and the closing of it 
would probably result in suits against the city tor 
damages. ~ 

2. e uncertainty as to what time the new 
capitol will be built. There is no pledge in the 
resolution to build it all, and it may be ten years 
before it is commenced. If the city were to pur- 
chase this property, it would have to pay interest 
on the money all that time without any benefit. 

3. We believe other property adjacent to the 
city hall square can be obtained for es pur- 
poses that would answer to enlarge said square, 
and that a fair representation of the matter to the 
next general assembly would induce it to accept 
the other property. 

4, The doubt as to god get 3 of our city, under 
the new corstitution and without any legislative 
action, to issue bonds to pay for this property. 
Any sortof doubt on a question of this sort would 
depreciate the bonds. The next Jegislature can 
entirely remove this doubt. 

We regret extremely to be constrained to come 
to this conclusion. We would lIlke to see this 
question settled, and would like to see said prop- 
erty added to the capitol grounds, and thus com- 

ly with the legislative wish; but after calm and 
Fetiberate investigation and thought, we have ar- 
rived at the conclusion that we cannot recom- 
mend the purchase of the property for the reasons 
above stated. Appended uereto will be found an 
exhibit of the prices asked for said property de- 
scribed in said resolution.

DOCK HARDY, 


Tne Facts About the Young Texan 
who Graduatcd at the University of 
Georgia, but, Didn’t Hang. 

In the year 1875 Mr, Dock Hardy, a young 
and high-spirited Texan, graduated at the 
university of Georgia and returned to his 


native state to engage in the practice of 
law. He settled in the vicinity of Bryan, a 
small town in that state, and pursued the 
even tenor of his way until about three 
years ago, when his Georgia friends and 
classmates were shocked to _ hear 
that he had _ been’ hanged for 
murdering a brother attorney. This ter- 
rible news was put in circulation by some 
Texas newspaper, and was caught up and 
spread broadcast by the press of the coun- 
try.

There was one, however—a big-hearted class- 
mate of young Hardy—who gave no cre- 
dence to the terrible tale. e was not at 
all satisfied with the statement that had 
been set afloat upon the bosom 
of the press. So this incredulous Geor- | 
gia boy, burning with a desire to get at the 
bottom of the wretched business, put him- 
self in communication with the Galveston 
News. His letter was referred to the Dallas 
correspondent of that able paper, who in- 
vestigated the whole matter in a most 
praiseworthy and enterprising manner and 
forwarded the following facts to Georgia. 
We get them from the Georgia classmate of 
young Hardy, and gladly lay them before 
the public in correction of a false and fear- 
ful impression :

A MYSTERIOUS BOX, 


It Lies Unclaimed and Unopeued in 
the Treasury. 
Washington Correspondent Chicago Times. 
In the vaults of the treasury department 
h ere isa box that was placed there over 
thirty years ago forsafe keeping. Noone 


knows who i belongs toor whatis to be 
done with it. It has been thesubject of sev- 
eral investigations by officers of the treasury 
department. On various occasions resolu. 
tions have been introduced in  con- 
gress making inquiries, etc, as to its 
value amd ownership. But no satisfac- 
tor conclusion has ever been 
bad ab to its true history. Its contents are 
worth perhaps $2,000 or $3,000. The box 
remains in the treasury vaults, tightly 
sealed and covered with dust. Noone can 
touch it unless congress passes a resolution 
to that effect. Several United States treas- 
urers who have found the box in their pos- 
session, wher taking charge of the office, 
have recommended that the articles te sold 
at auction and the proceeds given to some 
charitable object or monumentfassuciation. 

There are several stories told as to the 
origin of the box. One is that the contents 
were a present to President Andrew Jack- 
son from the khedive of Egypt, and were 
placed in the patent office, and afterwards 
placed in the treasury for safe keeping. 
Another and probably a more correct his- 
tory of the box is found in a report made 
by Secretary McCulloch in answer to a 
resolution of the house of representatives. 
His letter is dated March 10, 1868, and he

T, Sherman, a few days ago, his. attention 
was called to an article recently appearing 
in the Cincinnati Enquirer in regard to the 
presents of the khedive of Kgypt to his 
wife. The article alluded to purported to 
be a correct history of the diamonds up: to. 
the present, as obtained from a sister of 
General Sherman. The substantial state 

ments weré that after Lieutenant’ Fiteh 
had paid the enormous import duty of 
twenty thousand dollars, he found that 
he had bought an elephant that he could 
not well support, the yearly taxes on the 
necklace being several hundred dollars 
more’ thati itis salary. In other words, the 
kbedive had by his liberality reduced a 

man of means to comparative poverty, he 
being, of course, under the strictest obliga- 
tions not to sell or hypothecate the jewels. 
The Enquirer stated that Lieutenant Fitch 
had finaily appealed to his father-in-law to 
know what was tobe done, and that the 
latter advised to send the necklace to 
Washington, For several months the 
jewels hid their rays serene in the vaults 
of the United States treasury. Then 
another consultation was had __be- 
tween the general and his son- 
in-law. They came to the conclusion that 
the diamonds were of no use under the cir- 
cumstances, and accepting the gift of the 
khedive in the light of a compliment, they, 
General Sherman and Lieutenant Fitch, 
decided to send it back to the khedive with 
their compliments. They did so, giving 
him aslight understanding of their pecu- 
liar situation. Soon afterwards the dia- 
monds came back with a letter to General 
Sherman, telling him to divide the jewels 
among his four daughters, Such were the 
contents of the article mentioned. 

Mr. Fitch had read it. He did not know 
where the Enquirer got the story, but he 
said most of the statements were all right. 

‘‘Were the jewels divided up?” he was 
asked.

- “Did this give to each of the daughters, 
as stated, seventy-six thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewelry?” 

“I don’t know what the value of the 
jewelsis.

THE CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY, 


What Its Objects Are—A Matter Wor- 
thy of Attention, 
CHILDREN’s Arp Socrery, 193 Fourth st:eat, 
New York, March 18, 1880.—Hon., Francis 
Fontaine, commissioner-of land and immi- 
gration, Atlanta, Ga., Dear Sir: As errone- 


ous impressions relative to the workings of 
the New York children’s aid society are 
prevalent in some parts of the country, and 
especially at the south, I trust you will par- 
don me for briefly explaining the origin of 
the society, its object and methods of upera- 
tion, 

Twenty-seven years ago the attention of 
some gentlemen was attracted by the large 
number of boys sleeping nights in coal 
boxes and grocers’ wagons. Tne Rev. C. 
Loring Brace, now secretary of the Chil- 
dren’s aid society, suggested the opening of 
a lodging house for this class of boys, and 
not long after, one was opened with fifty 
beds; thus was commenced the first News- 
boys’ lodging house in this or, perhaps, any 
other country, and from this movement 
originated the New York children’s aid so- 
ciety. Mr. Brace soon rallied around him 
warm hearts and _ determined 
and from an humble 
nin the society has 
until it now sustains five lodging houses 
for homeless boys, supports twenty-one in- 
dustrial schools and sends annually to 
country homes from eight to ten thousand 
persons. 

The emigration work of the society, how- 
ever, 1s the point to which I wish in partic- 
ular to call your attention. While thirty 
thousand poor boys during the last quarter 
of a century have been furnished with 
homes in the western states, the condition 
of society in your section was such that no 
demand existed there for white labor. Itis 
only within the past four years that the 
attention of the society has n turned to 
the south and southwest asa field for the 
class of boys we are trying: to help. . It is a 
noteworthy fact, however, that the first 
boys ever sent south by this society were 
sent into the state of Georgia; and to day 
they are in Morgan county doing well for 
themselves and their employers. In the 
fullest acceptation of the term, the society 
is a benevolent one, and dependent for sup- 
port on the free will offerings of the public; 
and I may say here that any farmers for- 
warding the passage money, or a part of it, 
for a boy, shall be furnished with one, or 
the money will be refunded. 

The boys for whom we. provide homes 
with farmers, are generally o:phans or half 
orphans with no visible means of support, 
and their future prospects in a city like 
New York are not very brilliant.. The 
method hitherto adopted for “placing” boys 
in the west, the society has no reason 
for changing. It never has been the practice 
of this society to send out boys in a strag- 
ling manner or one by one. An accredited 
agent devotes two weeks toselecting a party 
of boys; then a given town is selected in 
the country and the farmers are notified of 
the expected arrival of the agent 
with his boys. A committee of 
three prominent men of the county 
is selected, to whom each applicant for a 
boy refers for his standing in the commu- 
nity. A general statement is then made by 
the agent, of the following import, yiz: 
‘Here is a boy wanting a home; on his t 
he isexpected to be obedient, industrious 
and conform to the family regulations; his 
morals are to watched over, and in the 
case of young children it is wired that 
they be sent to school uring the 
winter months.” In the case of boys from 
15 to 17 years of aze the circumstances are 
different ; gg them, it is stated in 
substance, that this boy is in want of a 
home, and desires to learn the science of 
farming; being an unskilled laburer, he 
is wiliing for his bread and clothes 
to work for six or twelve months 
without wages, and after that time he is to 
receive such compensation as he is actual! 
entitled to. Relative to placing boys with 
the overseers of farms, the society invaria- 
bly requires thata boy shall live in the 
family of the farmer by whom he is em- 
ployed. These are about all of,the stipula- 
tions. The boys are volunteers the 
society has no authority to bind them ; they 
fully understand the terms before they

Talk of its Removal te Atlanta Cre- 
ates a Breeze Among its Students. 


Nashville American, 2d. 
The item in Wednesday's American in 
regard to the consultation of Dr. Sears and 


Dr. Stearns with prominent school officials 
in Atlanta eaus@d a considerable breeze « f 
excitement among the students of the No- 
mal college. All knew that at the February 
meeting of the trustees of the Peabody 
fund, the matter of removal was left at the 
uption of Dr. Sears, and this meeting in 
Atlanta showed which way the decision wus 
tending. On the appearance in the chap 1 
yesterday inorning of President Stearns 
expectation was raised to a_ high 
pitch, as it was thought the de- 
cision would be announced. At the con- 
clusion of the exercises Dr. Stearns referred, 
in a brief way, to his meeting with the state 
board of education and school commissioner 
of a ne ghbering state, and said that an 
important matter to the interests of the 
colle;e bad been discussed. He intimated 
that there bad as yet been no final decision, 
and that it would take some time yet to 
settle the matter. He hoped that, however, 
it should be settled, that it would be forthe 
future interests of the institution. He 
promised the students of the college the 
earliest information he received in regard 
to the settlement. 

The matter has been talked about among 
the students all the session, ard all the 
contingencies thoroughly discussed. The 
majority of the nineteen Georgia students, 
while favoring the removal to Georgia. were 
fearful that their scholarships would not 
be continued; but they sometime ago re- 
ceived assurances from Commissioner Orr 
that they would not lose their scholarships 
for next year by the removal, and since 
then they have heartily rejoiced at every 
probable slice of news. Among the stu- 
dents from the other states, the majority 
favor fhe continuance of the college in 
‘| Tennessee on account of the reputation 
through the south of Nashville as an edu- 
cational point, 

When inquiring of Dr, E. A. Stearns last 
evening, an American reporter learned that 
nothing had yet been determined upun _re- 
specting the removal of the Normal! college. 
Mr. Stearns’s recent visit to Atlanta was 
made at the request of Dr. Sears, general 
agent of the Peabody fund, and on the in- 
vitation of Governor Colquitt, of Georgia, 
at whose house Mr. Sears wasa guest during 
his stay in Atlanta. The offers of different 
parties were considered and various sites 
visited and the whole subject carefully con- 
sidered by the parties interested, but no 
final decision was reached. 

Tennessee has seemed so entirely apathet- 
ic in nn to keeping the college within 
her borders, and Nashville (among whose 
citizens the coilege, we are told, will dis- 
tribute $25,000 th present year) has 
seemed so indifferent to the injury she was 
incurring by losing such an institution, 
just at this centennial epoch, that we are 
not surprised the empire state of Georgia 
should feel a little e. couraged. The trustees 
of the university, we know of our own 
knowledge, have done what they could to 
retain this important institution here and 
will be blameless if it goes to other parts. 

Having last evening learned that a gen- 
tleman of this vity had received dispatches 
announcing that the college would be re- 
tained at Nashville, a district telegraph 
messenger was dispatched to him with a 
note from an American representative, ask- 
ing to be furnished with copies of the dis- 
patches if such had been received. The 
messenger was repelled with mystifying as- 
perity, and the note of inquiry not even 
received with the courtesy of denial or ac- 
quiesence, 

Dr. J. B. Lindsley, however, told the re- 
porter subsequently that dispatches had 
been reeived from Atlanta, stating that if 
the university of Nashville would guaran- 
tee $10,000 for the erection of another 
building for the Normal college, the insti- 
tution would be permanently located here. 
An authoritative reply in the affirmativejwas 
sent, and we suppose that will settle the 
matter as to its location here.
